LB J Faker, | 
‘Phoniest’ ! 


Senator to Quote 
Johnson’s Former 
Words on Rights

SAN FRANCISCO, July 
15 — Sen. Barry Goldwater 
called .President Johnson 
this morning “the greatest 
faker in the United States” j 
and “the phoniest individual! 
that ever came around.” 

The Arizonan lashed out at| 
the - President in response to 
a civil rights question at an 
impromptu press’ conference 
a few hours before the Repub- 
lican National Convention met 
to nominate him for President. 
(There was no response from 
the White House to Mr. Gold- 
water’s attacks. “We’ll leave 
that just Where it is,” said 
Presidential Press Secretary! 
George E. Reedy.) 

The Senator had talked to 
a Captive Nations Committee 

at Mark Hopkins Hotel 

and was waiting for an ele- 
vator in a narrow passageway 
off tthe kitchen when newsmen 
crowded around him. A re- 
porter. asked- whether the 
Democrats might benefit from 
the Republicans’ failure to en- 
dorse the new civil rights law 
in their platform. 

Says He’ll Cite Record 

The Senator replied earnest- 
ly: 

“After LBJ, the biggest 
faker in the United States, 
having opposed civil rights 
until this year — let him make 
an issue of it. I’ll just recite 
the thousands of words he 
has spoken against anti-poll 
tax legislation and FEPC. 
Johnson is the phoniest indi- 
vidual that ver came around.” 

Sen. Goldwater had voted 
against the comprehensive 
civil rights bill just enacted. 
The President had worked 
hard for its passage, as he 
had pushed the 1957 and 1960 


bills while serving as Major- 
ity Leader of the Senate. 

The GOP Convention re- 
jected efforts by supporters 
of Gov. William W. Scranton 
last night to strengthen the 
civil rights plank. As adopted
